On September 18, 2012, the 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting was called to order, 
with the previous meeting’s 
minutes being accepted. 

Carlisle County Ambulance 
Service Director Wayne Floyd 
reported that in a six day sam¬ 
ple of billing, the new billing 
system is already paying divi¬ 
dends. 

A new billing system was im¬ 
plemented when the ambu¬ 
lance service hired an outside 
firm to handle the billing for 
the Carlisle County Ambu¬ 
lance Service. With the new 
outside firm handling the 
billing, the ambulance service 
is able to bill for medicines 
that were administered on a 
run where medical transport 
wasn’t needed, along with var¬ 
ious other items of billing that 
were overlooked. 

In the aforementioned six day 
period, the ambulance service 
saw a $2,000 increase in rev¬ 
enue, $9,000 as compared to 
$7,000. Ambulance Service 
Director Wayne Floyd said 
that he has supervised the 
billing to customers, and has 
not witnessed any issues thus 
far. However, he encourages 
citizens to contact the ambu¬ 
lance service with any ques¬ 
tions concerning their bills. 

Floyd next requested that the 
fiscal court allow him to attend 


the World Expo in New Or¬ 
leans on October 29th through 
November 2nd. Floyd will re¬ 
ceive training that he will be 
able to bring back to EMTs in 
Carlisle County, and he will 
take classes on grant opportu¬ 
nities that were previously un¬ 
heard of. The fiscal court 
approved Floyd’s attendance. 

In the Emergency Manage¬ 
ment report, Emergency Man¬ 
agement Director Carissa 
Viniard reported that she at¬ 
tended training last week in 
Louisville, and that the county 
received money from FEMA 
in relation to the hole on 
County Road 1324. Money for 
various bridge repairs is await¬ 
ing disbursement upon final 
inspection from FEMA. 

In the Carlisle County Jailer’s 
report, there were four inmates 
in the Hickman County Cor¬ 
rectional Facility and four in¬ 
mates in the Ballard County 
Detention Center. Carlisle 
County Judge Executive Greg 
Terry reported that an inmate 
that had a seizure had a $ 1,500 
medical bill in addition to hos¬ 
pital bills. Carlisle County 
Jailer Ronny Owens said that 
the medical costs will be 
tacked on to the inmate’s final 
bill after his court situation 
was settled. 

In the Road Department Re¬ 
port, Judge Executive Terry 
mentioned County Road 1324 
that was motioned to be ac¬ 


cepted into the county road 
system at the last meeting. At 
this meeting Judge Executive 
Terry added that County Road 
1330 needed to be added into 
the county road system as 
well. The addition of four new 
homes, with a fifth on the way, 
has necessitated the need for 
accepting that road into the 
system. The fiscal court ap¬ 
proved that motion, and the 
roads will be both advertised 
in the Carlisle Weekly and no¬ 
tices will be posted at the 
courthouse and on the roads. 

Jerry Bowman, Road Depart¬ 
ment Supervisor, was happy to 
report that work on County 
Line Road began this week. 
Trees were being cleared, and 
Bowman will meet with 
NRCS to see what types of 
pipes will be needed to be in¬ 
stalled on the road to have 
proper water flow through the 
area. Bowman also said that 
work on the cemetery roads in 
Arlington will begin in the up¬ 
coming weeks as well. 

In the Sheriff’s Report, 
Deputy Carol Rohrer reported 
that Sheriff Steve Perry was at 
week long training in 
Louisville to acquire his state 
mandated training hours. 
Rohrer next sought approval 
for the deputy and office assis¬ 
tant salaries for the year. Those 
salaries stayed the same, and 
the fiscal court approved those 
salaries. 


In the 911/Solid Waste Re¬ 
port, Director Josh Glover re¬ 
ported that a lawsuit at the 
national level against pre-paid 
cell phones and 911 centers 
sided on the side of 911 serv¬ 
ices, and the county should be 
receiving money from that set¬ 
tlement at some point in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Glover next reported that he 
and Judge Executive Terry will 
meet with Power Phone and 
discuss a new program that 
will certify and train dispatch¬ 
ers to stay on the phone with 
patients and talk them through 
some preventive and pre-ar¬ 
rival measures that patients 
can take to help them even be¬ 
fore emergency services ar¬ 
rive. This will also prevent the 
911 Service from being subject 
to lawsuits, and it will better 
protect the county in the long 
run. 

In the solid waste report, 
Glover reported that there was 
a great turn out for the dump¬ 
ster program and it was used 
quite a bit. Glover will have a 
report on what it cost the 
county, and the county will 
look into having a dumpster 
program for both the fall and 
spring. 

Under new business, the 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
went into an open hearing on 
increasing the tax rate to 4%. 
While in the meeting Edwina 
Turner asked how much the in¬ 


crease would mean to the 
county. Judge Executive Terry 
explained that it would mean 
an additional $10,000 in rev¬ 
enue to the county, and is nor¬ 
mally taken every year. “It’s a 
way to keep up with the in¬ 
creases on road maintenance 
and supplies to upkeep the 


county in general,” Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry said. The ap¬ 
proved tax rates can be seen in 
the chart in this article. 

With there being no further 
business, the September 18, 
2012, Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court meeting adjourned. 


Ballot Set for November General Election

With the Democratic Party 
nominating President Barack 
Obama two weeks ago in 
Charlotte, North Carolina, the 
ballot for the November Gen¬ 
eral Election was set. The in¬ 
cumbent, President Barack 
Obama will be opposed on 
the ballot by the candidate 
that the Republican Party 
nominated in Tampa, Florida, 
Mitt Romney, who is cur¬ 
rently serving as Massachu¬ 
setts Governor. President 
Obama’s running mate will 
be current Vice President Joe 
Biden of Delaware, and Gov¬ 
ernor Romney’s running mate 
will be Rep. Paul Ryan of 
Wisconsin. 

On the Green Party Ticket, 
Jill Stein will be on the presi¬ 
dential ballot along with her 
running mate, Cheri Honkala. 
On the Independent Presiden¬ 


tial Ticket Randall A. Terry 
will be running for president, 
with his running mate being 
Mrs. Missy Reilly Smith. The 
final Presidential party on the 
ballot will be the Libertarian 
Party, with Mr. Gary Johnson 
running for President with his 
running mate, Mr. James P. 
Gray. 

In the race for United States 
Representative, the incum¬ 
bent Congressman Ed Whit¬ 
field, who will be on the 
Republican Ticket, will face 
Mr. Ed Hatchett, who will be 
opposing him on the Demo¬ 
cratic Ticket. 

In the race for State Senator, 
there is no incumbent due to 
the retirement of long-time 
Senator Ken Winters, Repub¬ 
lican, of Murray. Stan 
Humphries will take that Re¬ 
publican spot on the ballot 
and will be opposed by Car- 


roll Hubbard, who will be 
making his third run at the 
First District Senatorial seat 
in the last six years. 

On the local level, Carlisle 
Countians will decide on the 
next Carlisle County Clerk. 
(Listed alphabetically) Lisa 
Mantle-Adams was nomi¬ 
nated in March of 2012 by the 
Carlisle County Republican 
Party as the representative for 
the Republican Party on the 
November ballot for County 
Clerk; Mantle-Adams cur¬ 
rently serves as Coordinator 
of the Carlisle County 
Schools S.T.A.R.S. FRYSC 
program. 

Opposing Mantle-Adams 
will be Michael Toon; Toon 
was nominated in March of 
2012 by the Carlisle Demo¬ 
cratic Party to serve as the 
Democratic representative for 
the Democratic Party on the 
November ballot for Carlisle 
County Clerk. Michael Toon 
currently is employed at the 
Carlisle Weekly Newspaper, 
where he serves as 
Owner/Publisher. 

The winner of the Carlisle 
County Clerk’s race will 
serve the final two years of 
the unexpired term, which 
was vacant after the retire¬ 
ment of long-time Carlisle 
County Clerk Theresa 
Owens. 

Carlisle Countians at the city 
level will also decide city 


councils. This year is not a 
mayoral race so the Mayor of 
Arlington will stay Bobby 
McGee and the Mayor of 
Bardwell will stay Phillip 
King. 

In the City of Arlington vot¬ 
ers will select four council 
members out of this group of 
six and they are in order of 
their ballot position. 1. Jada 
Burgess, 2. Jason Ray Bogle, 
3. Jimmy Dee Williams, 4. 
Peter Fernandez, 5. Paul Gad- 
die, 6. Sammy L. Garber. 

In the City of Bardwell vot¬ 
ers will select six council 
members of this group of 
seven and they too are in 
order of their ballot position. 
1. Edwina Turner, 2. Steve 
Stacy, 3. Justin Shehorn, 4. 
Mahlon W. Thomas, 5. 
Ronald Wade Smith, 6. 
Michael J. Hoskins and 7. 
Janet Kay Presson. 

Ballot positioning was de¬ 
termined by a blind drawing 
by Carlisle County Clerk 
Gary Owens who conducted 
the drawing and Carlisle 
County Courthouse Security 
Guard Paul Lemon, who 
drew the names out of a bas¬ 
ket. 

First District Representative 
Steven Rudy, Commonwealth 
Attorney Michael B. Stacy 
and Carlisle County Circuit 
Clerk Kevin Hoskins will all 
run unopposed in this year’s 
General Election. 


County Clerk Encourages 
Residents to Keep Tax 
Dollars in the County 


At the September 18, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting, Carlisle County 
Clerk Gary Owens addressed 
the court concerning the de¬ 
clining of incoming revenue 
due to vehicles being licensed 
outside of Carlisle County. 

“The Clerk’s Office is see¬ 
ing a decline in automobile li¬ 
censing revenue due to 
citizens licensing their newly 
purchased automobiles in 
other counties,” Owens said. 

Owens explained to the 
court that in essence, county 
residents are contributing 
their tax dollars to other 
counties by not requesting 
that the dealership license 
their vehicles in Carlisle 
County. “A dealer by default, 
will normally register the 
newly purchased vehicle in 
the county it does business. 
The buyer/resident of Carlisle 
County has to specifically ask 
that their vehicle be regis¬ 


tered in Carlisle County to 
keep those tax dollars in 
Carlisle County,” Owens 
said. 

Owens said that some deal¬ 
erships will try to pressure 
citizens into registering in 
that county, but as the pur¬ 
chaser YOU have the right to 
request that your newly pur¬ 
chased vehicle’s tax dollars 
stay in YOUR county. 

Revenue from the licensing 
of your vehicle goes towards 
programs and services in the 
county, such as the 4-H, local 
Watersheds, the ambulance 
service and various other en¬ 
tities that depend on the li¬ 
censing money to operate. 

Owens also reminded the 
court that licensing your big¬ 
ger trucks, such as farm 
trucks and work trucks out of 
state is illegal, and against 
state laws. Money is being 
lost in that sector as well, ac¬ 
cording to Owens.

CURRENT VERSION OF GED TEST 
TO EXPIRE AT END OF 2013 


(Washington, DC) -Today, 
GED Testing Service an¬ 
nounced the launch of its 
campaign, Your Future is 
Calling, to alert test-takers 
who need to finish the GED 
test by the end of 2013.

GED test-takers who 
have started the 2002 Series 
GED Test, but not finished 
and passed every section, 
have until the end of 2013 to 
do so. Otherwise, their scores 
will expire, and they will 
have to start over again with 
the new 2014 GED test.

Whether you 
need classes, online prepara¬ 
tion, or just someone to help 
you get through the process, 
support is available,” said 
Debi Faucette, former GED 
Administrator and State Adult

Heightened Awareness Needed for 
Drivers During Fall Harvest Season 


Louisville, KY (September 
17, 2012) - Kentucky farm¬ 
ers are busy harvesting 
crops across the state and 
that means drivers are more 
likely to encounter slow- 
moving farm equipment on 
the roadways. The staff of 
Kentucky Farm Bureau 
urges motorists to slow 
down and share the road this 
fall, especially as we cele¬ 
brate National Farm Safety 
and Health Week, Septem¬ 
ber 16-22. 

During this time of year 
farmers often need to move 
equipment from one field to 
another, but sometimes 
those transitions require 
their machinery to travel 
down or across public roads. 
When slow-moving vehi¬ 
cles enter areas normally 
traversed by fast-moving 
cars and trucks, accidents 
can occur. According to sta¬ 
tistics from the Kentucky 
State Police, there were 158 
collisions involving tractors 
and other farm equipment 
on Kentucky roadways in 
2011. Of those collisions, 59 
injuries and three fatalities 
resulted and the majority of 
the accidents (34%) were la¬ 
beled by state police as the 
result of “inattention” - fur¬ 
ther proof that increased 
caution during harvest sea¬ 
son is needed to prevent 
tragedy. 

“We all need to slow down 
and share the road,” said 
Dale Dobson, Safety Ad¬ 
ministrator for the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture. 
“Over time we have seen 
Kentucky’s farming opera¬ 
tions grow larger, and now 
some farmers may need to 
move equipment 50-60 
miles down the road. In¬ 
stead of moving just one 
combine down the road, 
now a farmer might need to 
move two or three. Some 
drivers in our hurried-up 
lifestyles are just impatient 
behind that kind of backup. 
I’d hope we could all realize 
that patience is the key to 
sharing the road.” 

In an effort to help prevent 


accidents with slow-moving 
farm equipment this fall, 
Kentucky Farm Bureau of¬ 
fers the following sugges¬ 
tions for both motorists and 
farmers. While each road¬ 
way encounter is unique, a 
general sense of awareness 
and caution will go a long 
way in keeping everyone 
safe and preventing tragedy. 
Tips for motorists: 

- Slow down and pay atten¬ 
tion to the road. Radios, cell 
phones and even passengers 
can lead to distracted drivers 
and slower reaction times. 
Focus on the traffic in front 
of you and keep your vehi¬ 
cle within the posted speed 
limits, especially when trav¬ 
eling through areas where 
agriculture is prominent. 

- Watch for road signs. 
Many roads next to farms 
will have a yellow sign with 
the silhouette of a farmer on 
a tractor posted to warn 
drivers that they are entering 
an area where slow-moving 
vehicles are likely to be on 
the road. This should signal 
the driver to be on the look¬ 
out for farm equipment en¬ 
tering traffic. 

- Don’t assume the farmer 
knows you are there. While 
most farmers check fre¬ 
quently for vehicles ap¬ 
proaching from behind 
them, their focus must re¬ 
main on the road ahead. 
Keep your distance to en¬ 
sure farmers can see your 
vehicle in their mirrors. Also 
remember that farm machin¬ 
ery is very loud and may 
prevent the operator from 
hearing your vehicle’s ap¬ 
proach. 

- Keep your distance when 
following farm equipment. 
The triangular slow-moving 
vehicle emblem displayed 
on the back of farm equip¬ 
ment signifies that the ma¬ 
chinery will not be traveling 
at high speeds and maneu¬ 
verability is limited. Stay 
back and don’t tailgate. Ad¬ 
ditionally, if the farm equip¬ 
ment you are following 
pulls to the right side of the 
road, it does not necessarily 


mean it is making room for 
you to pass. It is quite pos¬ 
sible that the farmer is slow¬ 
ing down and drifting right 
to gain extra room for a 
wide left turn. 

- Use extreme caution when 
passing. If you cannot 
clearly see what lies ahead 
of both your vehicle and the 
equipment you intend to get 
ahead of, do not pass. Never 
pass farm equipment when 
approaching a hill or curve, 
and do not attempt to pass 
when you are within 100 
yards of an intersection, 
bridge, railroad crossing or 
tunnel. 

- Be patient with the farmer. 
You are not the only one 
eager to get the farm equip¬ 
ment off the road and out of 
the way. Farmers must 
move their machinery care¬ 
fully along roadways and 
have lower maximum 
speeds by which they can 
travel. When traveling be¬ 
hind these slow-moving ve¬ 
hicles, patiently wait for the 
operator to find an appropri¬ 
ate time to let you pass. 
Don’t assume this can be 
done at any time. The 
farmer must survey the 
shoulder of the road for an 
area that is not soft, wet or 
steep and can support the 
weight of the equipment 
without causing it to tip. 
Tips for farmers: 

Make sure the slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign is visible. 
This emblem is used to alert 
others of your speed and 
maneuverability capabili¬ 
ties, but doesn’t help if it is 
not visible. Mount it as high 
and as far left as possible. 
Also be sure to keep the sign 
clean and to replace it if it is 
no longer reflective. 

Never post a slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign on a mail¬ 
box or fence post. Misuse of 
the slow-moving vehicle 
emblem can confuse mo¬ 
torists and eventually dull 
their sensitivity to the need 
to slow down when seeing 
one on machinery traveling 
down the road. Slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle signs should 


only be posted on appropri¬ 
ate equipment. 

Keep flashing lights on. 
Use flashing lights on 
equipment to further draw 
attention to your slow speed. 

Stay to the right. Keep 
farm equipment as far to the 
right edge of the road as 
safely possible, but stay on 
the road. Driving with 
equipment half on and half 
off the road might encour¬ 
age a motorist to attempt 
passing before it is safe. 

Make intentions to turn 
well-known. Collisions be¬ 
tween farm equipment and 
other vehicles on the road 
commonly occur when a 
slow-moving vehicle is at¬ 
tempting to turn. Use turn 
signals or the appropriate 
hand signal to indicate turns. 
If the operator is using flash¬ 
ing lights, switch those off 
when approaching a turn so 
that the trailing vehicles 
know more clearly where 
the equipment is headed. 

Avoid encouraging a mo¬ 
torist to pass. While it might 
seem courteous to wave 
someone ahead of a slow- 
moving piece of equipment, 
the driver of the trailing ve¬ 
hicle must ultimately deter¬ 
mine when he or she can 
safely pass. 

When it is safe, pull over 
to allow traffic to pass. It is 
completely legal for farm 
machinery to drive on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways, but their 
bulky frames and slow 
speeds often cause backups 
in traffic. As shoulder con¬ 
ditions allow, find a place to 
safely pull over and allow 
trailing vehicles to pass. 

As the fall harvest in¬ 
creases the number of slow- 
moving vehicles traveling 
on the roadways, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau encourages all 
drivers to be patient and 
slow down. National Farm 
Safety and Health Week 
may be scheduled for just 
September 16-22, but safe 
habits on Kentucky’s road¬ 
ways are always in season.

Don’t hide from your bills 

If you are having trouble 
paying a bill, contact the 
company immediately to 
work out a payment plan. 
Whatever you do, do not ig¬ 
nore letters and calls from 
your creditors, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

It is best to explain every¬ 
thing in a letter so you have a 
written record. Before writing 
the letter, look at your fi¬ 
nances to come up with a 
payment amount you can 
handle. That lets your credi¬ 


tor know you still plan to pay 
what you owe and will pay as 
much as possible during your 
financial crunch. 

Most companies will work 
with you if you are up front 
about your difficulties. Ask if 
your creditor will waive any 
penalties and will extend your 
payment period if you are 
temporarily in a tight money 
situation. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s 
grant and scholarship pro¬ 
grams, including the Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES). It pro¬

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Governor to ReShape State Medical 
Board to Combat Pill Mills 


FRANKFORT, KY. — 
Gov. Steve Beshear is in a 
position to reshape a state 
medical board that has 
played a central and contro¬ 
versial role in recent efforts 
to crack down on prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse. 

Three members of the 
Kentucky Medical Licen¬ 
sure Board — including 
President Preston Nunnel- 
ley —had terms that ex¬ 
pired Aug. 31, and two 
other members’ terms await 
action after ending last year. 

That gives the governor 
five open appointments to a 
board that has come under 
fire from multiple angles 
over the past year in the 
drug abuse debate. 

Beshear spokeswoman 
Kerri Richardson said the 
appointments are under re¬ 
view but did not indicate 
how the governor might 
proceed other than noting 
that he will consider quali¬ 
fications and recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“The Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure is a crit¬ 
ical component of the im¬ 
plementation of House Bill 
1, and all of the board 
members have been work¬ 
ing hard to explain the new 
regulations and assist doc¬ 
tors during the transition,” 
she said. 

All five of the members 
whose terms are up are con¬ 
tinuing to serve until 
Beshear makes a decision 
— a normal occurrence on 
state boards and commis¬ 
sions. 

The licensure board drew 
criticism in 2011 for not 
taking more aggressive ac¬ 
tion against so-called pill 
mills and corrupt doctors 
who supply Kentucky’s 
drug epidemic. 

The medical industry also 
has criticized the board in 
recent months for writing 


what doctors view as overly 
complex and excessive pre¬ 
scription regulations under 
HB 1, a landmark bill from 
the 2012 General Assembly 
that takes aim at abuse of 
drugs. 

Under statute, the board is 
composed of 11 members 
appointed by the governor 
and four ex-officio mem¬ 
bers from colleges and the 
state Department for Public 
Health. 

In the past, Beshear was 
required to base seven of 
his appointments on recom¬ 
mendations from the Ken¬ 
tucky Medical Association. 
But HB 1 changed the 
rules, allowing the gover¬ 
nor to depart from the asso¬ 
ciation’s nominees. 

The medical association 
has remained a leading op¬ 
ponent of the bill and its 
corresponding regulations, 
arguing that they threaten 
quality care with burden¬ 
some administrative tasks 
and legal complications. 
The group lobbied heavily 
against many of the bill’s 
main provisions. 

At the time, some bill sup¬ 
porters said changing the 
rules for appointments 
would empower Beshear to 
reduce the medical associa¬ 
tion’s influence on the 
board and include represen¬ 
tatives from a broader range 
of medical specialties. 

“I think it is obvious that 
the tenor of the statute con¬ 
templates some changes in 
the makeup of the KBML 
board,” House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo, D-Prestons- 
burg, said in a statement 
Friday. 

Stumbo was among the 
toughest critics of the board 
last year and has said the li¬ 
censure board’s new regula¬ 
tions exceed the intent of 
HB 1. But his statement 
Friday stopped short of urg¬ 


ing particular shifts in 
board membership. 

“I know how strongly 
Gov. Beshear feels about 
combating prescription 
drug abuse,” he said. 
“Those chosen will un¬ 
doubtedly be just as com¬ 
mitted as he and I are in 
fighting this epidemic. I 
also think he will take any 
recommendations by the 
KMA very seriously, even 
though he is no longer 
bound to follow them.” 

Of the five expired terms, 
three represent previous 
medical association nomi¬ 
nees, and all of the mem¬ 
bers are eligible for 
reappointment. 

The governor could reap¬ 
point them or accept other 
recommendations from the 
association. Medical asso¬ 
ciation President Shawn 
Jones said Thursday that 
the association has submit¬ 
ted a list of nominees and 
has not received any feed¬ 
back from Beshear. He de¬ 
clined to speculate why, but 
said the KMA has been sin¬ 
gled out for its opposition 
to the bill while other asso¬ 
ciations retain influence 
over appointments to vari¬ 
ous boards. 

He added that the new 
rules could open the door to 
political cronyism and un¬ 
qualified board members. 

“Having people that are not 
qualified professionally to 
regulate a profession is 
going to potentially lead to 
all sorts of problems,” he 
said. 

Terms for the governor’s 
six other appointments will 
expire in August 2013 and 
2014.

Governor Urges Citizens to 
Protect Groundwater 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Sept. 11, 
2012) - Governor Steven 
Beshear proclaimed Sept. 11 
as “Protect Your Groundwater 
Day” in the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky to draw attention 
to the importance of prevent¬ 
ing contamination and waste 
of this valuable resource. 

Individuals can take action to 
protect groundwater by recog¬ 
nizing the causes of preventa¬ 
ble groundwater 

contamination, advised Sandy 
Gmzesky, director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Water, 
which is charged with pro¬ 
tecting the Commonwealth’s 
groundwater resources. 

“More than 900,000 people 
in Kentucky draw all or part 
of their domestic-use water 
from groundwater supplies 
and use more than 200 million 
gallons a day,” said Gmzesky. 
“It is important that we learn 
how to protect our groundwa¬ 
ter.” 

Most household water use 
occurs in a few areas around 
the home where potentially 
hazardous substances such as 
fertilizers and pesticides are 


often used. Homeowners with 
a water well should ensure 
wellheads are a safe distance 
from possible contamination. 
They should also contact a 
professional water well spe¬ 
cialist to schedule annual well 
system inspections and to 
properly decommission any 
abandoned wells. An improp¬ 
erly sealed well can be a di¬ 
rect pathway for 
contamination into an aquifer. 
Nothing should ever be dis¬ 
posed of down an abandoned 
water well. 

Septic system malfunctions 
also can pollute groundwater. 
Septic systems should be 
checked every one to two 
years, and pumped every 
three to five years by a pro¬ 
fessional contractor. Also, 
roof drains, sump pump 
drains and other rain or sur¬ 
face water drainage systems 
should be kept away from the 
septic absorption field. Flood¬ 
ing can keep the soil from nat¬ 
urally cleansing the waste 
water. 

Everyone should properly 
use, store and dispose of haz¬ 


ardous household substances, 
including gasoline, oil, paint, 
paint thinner, fertilizer, weed 
killer, pesticides and cleaning 
products. Proper use of such 
substances means following 
the manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions. Fertilizers, pesticides 
and weed killers should not be 
over-applied, nor should any 
such substances be mixed or 
applied near wellheads. 
Proper storage means keeping 
hazardous household sub¬ 
stances in sealed containers in 
a secure place. Proper dis¬ 
posal of such substances 
means they should not be 
dumped on the ground, 
poured down drains or 
flushed down toilets. Home- 
owners should contact local 
waste authorities about proper 
disposal.

NRCS and FWS Reach Historic Agreement to Extend 
Wildlife Conservation Efforts on Working Agricultural Lands 



LEXINGTON, KY Sept. 18, 
2012 - Natural Resources 
Conservation Service 
(NRCS) Chief Dave White 
and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) Director Dan 
Ashe announced yesterday 
an agreement that will pro¬ 
vide long-term regulatory 
predictability for up to 30 
years to Kentucky farmers 
and forest landowners par¬ 


ticipating in the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s 
Working Lands for Wildlife 
(WLFW) initiative. Partici¬ 
pants voluntarily implement 
proven conservation prac¬ 
tices designed to protect 
wildlife habitat, such as the 
Golden-winged Warbler, on 
private lands. 

Golden-winged War- 
bler“This agreement pro¬ 


vides Kentucky landowners 
with a way to keep working 
lands in production while 
complying with the Endan¬ 
gered Species Act (ESA),” 
Kentucky NRCS State Con¬ 
servationist Karen Woodrich 
said. “It helps our farmers 
and forest landowners rest a 
little easier knowing their 
operations are protected in 
the long term and that they 
are helping conserve 
Golden-winged Warbler 
habitat and essential natural 
resources.” 

The agreement builds on a 
$33 million investment 
NRCS announced last 
spring dedicated toward 
producers who develop and 
implement conservation 
plans to manage and restore 
high-priority habitats for 
seven specific wildlife 
species across the country. 
The species are greater sage- 


grouse, New England cot¬ 
tontail, bog turtle, Golden¬ 
winged Warbler, gopher 
tortoise, lesser prairie- 
chicken and the Southwest¬ 
ern willow flycatcher. 

NRCS, FWS and numer¬ 
ous other entities such as the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources, the American Bird 
Conservancy - Appalachian 
Mountains Joint Venture, 
Office of Surface Mining 
Appalachian Regional Re¬ 
forestation Initiative 

(ARRI), Green Forests 
Work for Appalachia and the 
American Chestnut Founda¬ 
tion are partnering to imple¬ 
ment WLFW. 

With the agreement, farm¬ 
ers and forest landowners 
who implement and volun¬ 
tarily agree to maintain the 
proven conservation prac¬ 
tices in WLFW will have 


addressed the related ESA 
regulatory responsibilities 
for up to 30 years. These 
landowners will be able to 
operate their farms as 
agreed upon, providing eco¬ 
nomic benefits and species 
conservation simultane¬ 
ously. 

Under the WLFW partner¬ 
ship, federal, state and 
wildlife experts jointly iden¬ 
tified at-risk or listed species 
that would benefit from tar¬ 
geted habitat restoration in¬ 
vestments on private lands. 
Using the best available sci¬ 
ence, these wildlife experts 
prioritized restoration ac¬ 
tions on a large regional 
scale to focus assistance 
most cost effectively. 

The federal government 
will grant farmers and forest 
landowners regulatory pre¬ 
dictability in return for vol¬ 
untarily making wildlife 


habitat improvements on 
their private agricultural and 
forest lands. Participating 
producers must adhere to 
the requirements of each 
conservation practice during 
the term of their contract, 
which can last from one to 
15 years. If landowners 
would like to receive regu¬ 
latory predictability for up 
to 30 years, they must main¬ 
tain the conservation prac¬ 
tices as outlined in the 
NRCS and FWS agreement.
